Veſtments, as Copes, Surplices, Roods, Holy 
Waters, Funts; Croſſes, Crucifixes, and Piftures defaced, and 
no more tobeuſed in or about the Worſhip of God. | 
- Likewiſe ſeveral Clauſes and Articles of Ordinances and 
Ads of Parliament repealed which did impoſe Penalties upoir 
people forinot coming to Pariſh Churches, fot not keeping 
Holy Daies, and for not hearing the Common Prayer, with Pe- 
nalries cenjoyned to be impeſed upon ſuch as ſhould uſe or read 
the GWoumon Prayer in any Church, or Chappel, or private 
Fatnily, as may appear by ſeveral Ordinances and A&s of 
Parliament about that Year( 44 ). and many Carnal invented 
Ordinances of the Church of Rene, as ſprinkling infants at che 
Funt, finging before the dead, bowing tothe high Altar, rails 
aboue the Communion Tables, and abundance of ſuch like 
things relating co the Worſhip and” Service of God which was 
known to be but meer ſcraps and Rags of Popery, were denied, 
as beggarly Elements and rudiments of the world, and no Or- 
dinances of Jeſus Chriſt ro bs praftiſed among the Prote» 
Kanes. 

Now theſe were gocd beginnings in order towards a Refor-+ 
mation, in ſpiritual things, and 1m relation to Church Wor- 
ſhip, but alas, we have ſeen many good appearances, and ſuch 


fairpromiſes come to little or nothing , that we are jealous: 


with a Godly Jealoufie leſt the old Serpent ſhould deceive 
theſe Rulers, and draw them back into bondage again in thi

dering and diſpoſing of the great Aﬀeairs of this Kingdom, who/ 
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lating to = Cognizance fo called was aboliſhed by the 
King, Parliament, ProteQor and his Councel, they foon 
fell trom thole good beginnings, and ſought to fet up cthem- 
ſelves aud cheir own Intereſts, and then Religion was litcle 
regarded, but as a Cloak for them to cairy their own de- 
figns under, and when they were fetled in the high places, 
chen Magiſtrates and the Prictts of the high Places conſulted 
and took Councel together agzinſt the Lord and againſt his 
Annointed, and inſtead of the old ſuperſtitions Laws and 
Ordinances they began to make new Laws to limit the Spi- 
rit to their Dire&ions and Prefcriptions,and Obſervations, 
by which the Servants and Handmaids of the Lord, whoſe 
Conſciences were tender, and could not deny one Form to 
take up another inſtcad thereof, was haled before their Judg- 
men Scats,and ſomtimes Yn C4 ny nes re im- 
prifoned for rep;oving lin in the Gares, for not ſwearing, for 
meeting togecher in the fear of the Lord,& ſuch like things, 
uncil the Lord pleaded with the Rulers and viſiced for thoſe 
things, and wade that Rock againſt which they ſtrove and 
could not prevail , a ſtone of ſtumbling, and a Rock of of- 
fence on wuich they are fallen and broken to pieces. 
Likewiſe King Charles the firſt, and his Lords and Com- 
mons uiſ-mbled in Parliament, took away the High Coms 
miſſion Court when they ſaw the many harms and inconve» 
niences that werein it, and that it was a great ſnare and a 
hondage to tender Conſciences, and aboliſhed ſeveral Aﬀs 
and O:dinances, that did bind people in an uniformity 
thereunto, as may atlarge appear by an A& of the Parli:- 
ment begun and held at Weſtminſter the third of the ninth 
month called November in the year ( 1645.)
